Real Defense Problem Is To Prepare So We Can 


Mobilize Our Entire National Strength Quickly

ly required. Estimates of this kind 
are. I venture to think, highly mis­ 
leading. 
by placing the emphasis 
on what are sup­ 
posed to be Im­ 
mediate require­ 
ments, 
they 
ob­ 
scure and neglect 
the real needs of 
the national de­ 
fense. 
For 
when 
we 
speak of our Im­ 
mediate 
require­ 
ments we mean a 
navy a c t u a l l y 
afloat 
a n d 
a n 
army actually In 
Mr. Llppmann u n i f o r m 
a n d 
under arms, sufficient to keep an 
enemy from attacking the United 
States or its vital outposts at Ha­ 
waii and Panama. 
For that niisson 
the existing 
armament 
program 
must be very nearly adequate. It Is 
adequate, that is to say, to keep an 
enemy at arm a length for aome 
considerable period of time. But no 
military force we now possess, and 
none that could or would now be 
established. Is even remotely ade- 
UHte to Insure our victory In a great 
war. 
And so, lf ouiv Immediate re­ 
quirements do not call for any spec- 
medlar Increase In actual arma­ 
ments, our requirements In case of 
war would call for the enlargement 
of the fighting forces and the pro­ 
duction of armaments on a gigautlc 
scale. 
THE real problem of national de­ 
fense today bas very little to 
do with our peace-time navy and 
army. 
The problem is to prepare 
now so thai, lf war comes, we shall, 
without unnecessary loss of time 
arid therefore without useless loss 
of lives and of money, be able to 
mobilise 
our 
whole 
n a t i o n a l 
strength. If we can do that prompt­ 
ly and efficiently no nation and no 
probable combination of nations 
could prevail against the matchless 
resources of this nation; lf It la 
clear In advance that we are ready 
and willing lo mobilise our whole 
national strength It Is unlikely that 
any natlou will challenge us. 
But 
lf we are not ready to mobilise our 
reserves, if it la evident that it 
would take two or three years of 
muddle before we could make our 
potential strength effective, then 
no navy we can now build, however 
good will give us real security. 


In discussing this matter we have 
a right to assume that the first line 
of our defense is adequate, or ao 
nearly adequate that, with modest 
additional appropriations, It will be 
aa adequate as we can hope to 
make It. What needs our undivided 
attention and a national effort that 
transcends all politics and all par­ 
ties ta preparation now to organize 
in time of war for the fnll mobiliza­ 
tion of American reserves. 
I^OR we must realize that lf the 
emergency comes, we shall not 
be able to order ships, planes, and 
guns as we might order a new 
automobile. We shall find, as we 
found iii 1917, that before we can 
produce sufficient armaments we 
have to produce the plants capable 
of producing the armaments. Re 
fore we can equip the plants we 
shall have to make the tools. And 
if we are to sail the ships and shoot 
rhe guns and fly the planes, wa 
shall have to train sailors and gun­ 
ners and aviators and men to com­ 
mand 
them, 
and 
men 
to train 
them. These are the things »hat 
cannot be Improvised. These are 
the things that take not weeks 
but years to create. Plants, mach 
lites, tools, skilled workers, lech 
ulclanH. industrial managers, pilots, 
mechanics to service and repair 
planes, shipyards, naval ba.ies, off* 
cern,—these Hrs not to be Improvis­ 
ed. Yet In modern warfare, iDey 
are all-important. 
* 
Much 
has* been 
said 
recently 
about the danger of an hysterical 
armament program. There Is such 
a danger. It is that we shall ap 
proprlate for our first line of de­ 
fense more money than our Indus­ 
trial equipment Is now capable of 
using and then that we shall fall 
to pay nothing like adequate ut 
tentlnn to making Industry road* 
lo produce In war time on a much 
greater scale. 
Where we need to put our main 
emphasis and to Invest most of 
our money is not In battleships but 
In shipyards that can build battle­ 
ships, not In planes for next year 
but in a greatly enlarged airplane 
Industry, not In more soldiers, sail­ 
ors and aviators but in the facul­ 
ties for training soldiers, sailors 
and aviators. 
In short It Is not the Immediate 
production of armaments from our 
existing plant that needs special 
emphasis but the increase of the 
plant Itself out of which lf we have 
to, much greater armaments can 
be produced promptly and efficient­ 
ly. Our problem Is not how many 
arms we must have now. but how 
we may become fully armed In 
time of war.

Applejack And Negro Helped Washington Win Yule Triumph

OUR Christmas story 
for 
this 
year is bow some applejack, a 
Negro servant and an enterprising 
general named Washington gave 
this country one of its happiest 
yuletides. 
Scarcely a man Is now alive who 
hasn't seen the picture of Wash­ 
ington crossing th© Delaware, his 
foot 
braced 
riskily 
against 
the 
gunwale of a shallow boat as he 
led his hungry, shivering forces in 
a surprise march to capture the 
hired 
German 
soldiers 
fighting 
Knglaiid's colonial wars. 
But we have seen mighty few 
who knew about the applejack and 
the servant. It was this way: 
Washington 
and 
hts 
colonial 
troops had suffered one defeat af­ 
ter another at th© hand. of th© 
British, not such tln-h«ad soldiers 
as soul© of our writers Imply. In 
the battle of Long Island, the sur­ 
render of Fort Washington and 
other affrays. Washington ami his 
generals had luht 4.130 mon in 12 
weeks and were backing away to­ 
ward interior Pennsylvania aa the 
winter of 1776 approached. 
ON Dec. 8 Washington crossed 
Hie Delaware fleeing from the 
Redcoats and hired Hessians, who 
were so close that three hours af­ 
ter he reached the Pennsylvania 
side the troops in pursuit arrived 
at Trenton. They were header! for 
Philadelphia. Congress hastily ad­ 
journed to Baltimore. Therp was 
no filibuster about that adjourn­ 
ment. 
Washington had seen to it that 
all boats on the Trenton side were 
either pulled lo the Pennsylvania 
shore or destroyed. So the pursu­ 
ing British ami Hessians ha*! to 
walt to cross on the lee. None had 
formed by Christmas, but great Ice 
wedges were crunching down the 
river from up stream. 
Washington badly needed a vic­ 
tory to bolster the wavering cour­ 
age of the colonists. The forces 
opposing him were better armed, 
better fed and better treated by 
the Tory colonists along the Atlan 
tic. but he knew his Christmases 
and the value of a surprise at­ 
tack. He decided 
that 
the 
Hes­ 
sians. who always observer! Christ­ 
mas in a big way, would ire pretty 
high by Christmas night. 
Du the afternoon of Dec. 25 he 
divided his forces Into three whigs, 
one to cross downstream to cut off 
British troops at Bordentown, an­ 
other to cross Just below Trenton. 


Washington led the main body up­ 
stream eight miles to make the 
crossing.

up. One colonial regiment was en­ 
tirely without shoe#. It la no fic­ 
tion that they left a red trail in the 
snow.

The 
Germans celebrated on It richly, 
singing around the first Christinas 
trees seen In America.

It was a complete surprise, 
contrary to some grade school his­ 
tory books the Hessians In spite 
of their confusion, fought the fight 
of hard professional soldiers. Bul 
they were raked by grapeshot aud 
musketry.

FIXED AT $7,265 


Slight Raise Evident Due 


To Need Of Laboratory 


Material For Office

A budget fixing the estimated 
needs for 1939 at $7,265, was ap­ 
proved by the board of health at 
its final meeting of the year Tues­ 
day night. 
The budget iB slightly more than 
that of 1938. due to a request for 
laboratory equipment required for 
next year, estimated to cost $300. 
More than one-half, or approxi­ 
mately $3,850 of the funds required 
by the department, comes from 
sources outside of direct taxation, 
leaving the city to provide about 
$3,400. 
The budget will be filed with the 
finance committee of city council 
for its consideration in making ap­ 
propriations for the year, early in 
January. 
The board also discussed provis­ 
ions of the proposed food handlers' 
ordinance which council has re­ 
turned to its ordinance committee 
for a new draft in conference with 
the city solicitor 
and 
board of 
health representatives. 
The ordinance is intended to re­ 
place obsolete measures which have 
been effect here since 1909. 
The 
new measure imposes no additional 
fees on food handlers, but provides 
for changes guaranteeing a pure, 
safe 
food 
supply, 
according 
to 
health board representatives.

other four were H. N Harker. T. 
A. McNicol, Ben I- 
Bennett and 
Walter B. Hill. 
Strangely enough. Mr. Hill was 
chairman of the Columbiana county 
Republican central committee which 
assisted in the election of Robert 
Taft, eldest son of President Taft, 
to the United States senate in the 
November election this year. Sena­ 
tor-elect Taft was a boy in college 
when his father visited East Liv­ 
erpool on that memorable May day. 
Mr. Roosevelt was greeted by 
another committee of six members 
who traveled with him from Wells­ 
ville to East Liverpool where he 
spoke from the B. C. Simms home 
at Fourth st. and Broadway.

HE CURSE of the locomotor 
eystem of the body Is

diseases,

dons. But arthritis, the Inflamma­ 
tion of the joints, is likely to bit 
all of us at some time or other if 
we live long enough. 
It has been estim ated that tw / 
percent of the population is sick 
all the time. It Is not always the 
same people, of course. John Jones 
b<*8 pneumonia and is part of the 
two percent for a while. Then he 
gets well and resigns his place to 
Henry Smith. This fluctuating per­ 
sonnel in the acute disease*, how­ 
ever, surmounts a hasta of chronic 
ailm ents—people who rem aiu in 
the two percent column year after 
year. 
Largest Number 
Aud of these chronic patients, It 
Is estimated that those with arth ri­ 
tis constitute the largest number. 
The symptoms of arth ritis a r) 
pain, swelling, stiffness and dis­ 
ability of one or more joints. There 
are many forms of arthritis, includ­ 
ing acute arthritis, which we under* 
stand far better than we do the 
chronic kind. Acute arth ritis la al­ 
ways an infection, and usually ter­ 
m inates favorably. 
Many 
doctors 
think 
th at 
all 
chronic arthritis is infectious, also. 
Others think that some cases are 
nutritional in origin. Two main 
forms of arthritis occur. Otae oc­ 
curs mostly in young adults, af­ 
fects many Joiuts and is extremely 
crippling. The other occurs in old­ 
er people, affects one or a few 
joints, and usually runs a course 
of about a year, leaving only slight 
stiffness behind. It frequently af­ 
fects the spine and leaves a “poker 
back.” 
The first form—that occurring in 
young people—Is called arthritis 
deformans. Few measures in treat­ 
ment are beneficial. Most of the 
good results claimed for different 
rtm ediee have been succesful In 
the latter form. 
Many Remedies 
Of those remedies, the name Is 
legion. As one of my friends > ho 
has handled his share of arthritis 
patients said. "If all the so-called 
cures for arthritis were laid end 
to end. every five minutes they 
would extend from here back to 
the birth of Job." 
The arthritic patient m ust make 
up his mind that uo one treatm ent 
is going to magically cure him. It 
is a complex disorder and many 
parts of the body — the digest*’ * 
tract, the blood, the sinuses, the 
tonsils, as well as the joints—ars 
out of line. 
Still 
remain 
the 
three 
greet 
standbys of treatm ent: 
Hest. psychology. Heat. 
If the arthritis is going to get 
well, if tends to get well of itself. 
Rest will help this. Encouragement 
—psychology—the patient with ar­ 
thritis always needs. And heat re­ 
lieves the pain even lf it does not 
cure, and really promotes the heal­ 
ing process in all rases.
